Convention’!  Report  on  Sunday  Schools. 

In  his  most  excellent  “Outline  History  of 
the  Convention,’?  Dr.  Leave|l  makes  no  men- 
tion of  its  ISundajf  School  woik  His  reason 
was  a good  one,  »t  had  never  created  such  a 
department,  and  until  Comparatively  recent 
Jears  failed  to  treat  the  matter  as  of  gven 
secondary  importance.  Since  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Convention  Bojrd,  the  subject  has 
received  more  attention,  cspeciilly  in  co- 
operation with  the  Sunday  fichool  Board  of 
the  Southern  Bipt'st  Convention.  Secretary 
Rowe,  therefore,  has  b en  a»’e  to  make  quite 
Hvoroble  reports,  in  these  latter  days,  mostly, 
however,  rtf  indirect  work.  ! 

Al’hough  not  co-operating  with  the  Con- 
vention, the  General  Association  of  this  State 
has  been  and  is  still  actively  engaged  in  this 
work,  and  many  of  its  pastors  are  zealous 
workers  therein.  Their  labors  have  been  ex- 
tended to  the  resident  Indians  c f South  Mis- 
sissippi. This  latter  is  a mission  peculiarly 
theif  o in.  One  branch  of  tkie  work  has  not 
yet  secured  due  attention  jti  the  State,  it  is 
the  Hume  Department.

In 
this  we  are  largely  .helped  by  the  Sunday 
School  Board,  which  furnishes  all  needful 
^hpplies  at  low  rates  and  both  Bibles  and 
vsfaments  at  nominal  prices.  It  now  pro- 
P08*^  to  make  a new  departure  and  i-sue  a I 
vsirable  hymn  book  at  smajl  cost.  I 

From  the  report  of  our  Statistical  Secretary 
11  aPPears  that  while  thtre  qre  1552  churches  < 
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in  the  State,  only  546  of  these  churches  have 
reported  Sunday  Schools,  and  though  the 
church  membership  runs  up  qver  100,000, 
the  enrollmei  t in  the  Sunday  Schools  is  inly 
24,271.  There  is  something  wrong  some- 
where five  tim  s as  many  children  ought  to 
have  their  names  on  the  roll,  bot  to  men- 
tion adults  who  should  attend.  [ 

M e aie  glad  to  note  the  good  work  of  the 
American  Baptist  Publication  Society  and  re- 
joice at  its  success  There  is  no  conflict  be- 
tween us,  but  we  labor  togethtr-an  harmony 
and  Christian  love.

The  Christian  Outlook  in  the  Far  East. 

The  Eastern  question  is  not  a question  of 
to-day  nor  of  yesterday.  When  European  his- 
tory first  began  to  be  written  it  was  already 
there.  It  was  there,  before  there  was  any 
Russia,  or  England,  or  Germany,  or  Amer- 
ica. The  ancient  nationality  of  Greece  sprang 
into  being  out  of  its  j discordant  elements  to 
face  the  Eastern  question.  - It  is  not  a ques- 
tion of  who  shall  have  China;  that  is  one 
phase  of  the  greater  question.  It  is  a ques- 
tion which  in  its  reality  concerns  the  perennial 
antithisis  between  Occidentalism  and  Orient- 
alism. Between  the  enirgy  and  ideals  of  the 
West,  and  the  inertia  land  conceit  of  the  Hast. 
Between  the  Occident  and  the  Orient. 

The  conflict  was  hound  to  come.  Occi- 
dental ideas  are  destined  to  engirdle  the 
world.  The  religion  .of  Christ  must  become 
a world  religion.

The  Good  Samaritan.— Luke  10:75-37. 
Golden  Text. — Love  thy  neighbor  as  thy- 
self.—Lev.

EXPLANATORY. 

The  question  about  eternal  life.  25-28. — 
This  lawyer  was  doubtless  an  expert  in  the 
Jewish  canon  law.  The  scribes  who  copied 
vish  law  were  called 
is  referred  to  in  an  in- 


sons  alone.  The  pritst  whons  rtpr«  s.-uted  as 
the  first  to  come  a lot  g after  the  taan’s  mis- 
furtune,  probably  had  his  home  in  Jericho, 
whither  he  was  returning  after  completing  a 
round  of  temple  seivice  in  Jerusalem.  Jeri- 
cho is  said  to  have  been  the  home  of  many 
prit$ts.  A priest,  above  all  others,  ought  to 
kavO  been  a messerigir  of  mercy  to  the  un- 
fortunate mak,  but  ministers  of  religion  are 
not  all  as  much  like  their  Waster  in  this  te- 
gard  as  they  aught  to  be.  The  Levite,  a sub- 
ordinate in  the  temple  service,  followed  the 
example  of  hijs  superior.  There  is  nothing 
in  the  language  of  the  Rev.  Ver.  to  show  that 
the  L‘  vi  e wjs  any  more  concerned  about  the 
man’s  condition  than  the  priest  Neither  of 
tbeSe  showed  any  disposition  to  help  the 
man  who,  as  ;a  Jew,  was  regarded  by  the  rab- 
binic interpretation  as  thiir  ntighbor.  The 
Teal  helper  was  a Samaiitafn,  who  put  him- 
self to  no  littlje  risk  and  inqonvenience  to  help 
a man  who  considered  bin}  as  a heretic  and 
little  better  than  a heatheK  He  took  from 
the  provision  he  had  msde  fir  his  own  com- 
fort and  ministered  to  th^  .-Danger,  not  only 
the  remedies  at  hand  but  bestowed  his  per- 
sonal attention,  taking  him  to  a hotel  or 
boarding  house  where  he  saw  h ro  properly 
amended  to,  and  left  woid  with  ihe  keeper  to 
charge  all  expenses  to  his  account  to  be  paid 
when  he  returned  that  way.  This  was  philan- 
thropy of  the  divine  sort  and  of  a kind  quite 
beyond  the  standard  of  Jeni-h  teaching. 

Jesus’  question  addressed  to  the  lawyer 
had  but  one  answer.  There  was  no  escape 
from  giving  the  despi  ;ed  Samuitan  the  credit 
of  actinjg  in  the  most  neigl  borly  way,  but  the 
lawyer  fwill  not  even  use  the  despised  name 
in  making  the  admission,  but  simply  refers  to 
him  ai  “He  that  sh-w.d  mercy  on  him.” 

Tesuv  reply,  “Go and  do  likewise,”  is  the 


lawyers 

definite  way  as  a certain  lawyer,  i.  e.,  one  of 
the  lawyers.  His  object  was  to  put  Jesus  to 
the  test,  to  see  how  much  he  knew  about  the 
scriptures  and  current  interpretations.  There 
is  no  evidence  that  be  was  trying  to  ensnare 
him  and  bring  him  before  the  authorities.  It 
was  quite  common  for  the  religious  teacher* 
of  the  time  to  engage  eaCh  other  in  contro, 
versy.  This  lawyer  would  hardly  have  en- 
gaged the  Teacher  from  Galil;e  had  he 
known  his  skill  in  handling  quibplers.  \Vh?4 
he  asked  the  question,  “ What  ^hall  I do  to 
inherit  eternal  life?  ” he  evidently  expected 
a direct  answer,  possibly  the  mention  of  some 
heroic  deed  which  would  entitle  him  to  lift 
eternal.  The  tense  of  “do"  points  to  some 
specific  act.  Jesus  answered  by  a question, 
“ What  is  written  in  the  law?  How  reade.-t 
thou?”  An  authority  on  scripture,  might 
be  expected  to  give  a correct  answer  as  to 
what  the  law  was.  The  lawyer  replied  ih 
words  very  similar  to  those  used  by  Jesus  on 
another  occasion.  (Matt.  22,  and  Ma  k 12  ) 


Nothing  is  more  conservative  tnaa-  pure 
Christianity.  Yet  it  is  sometimes  subservient 
to  the  question  of  money.  Brptists  are  by  no 
means  an  exception.  Take  for  example  the 
mailer  of  hymn  books.  Not  a few  of  our 
churches  make  a selec  ion  of  what  seems  to 
be  cheapest,  rather  tban  whit  is  best. 

As  a cons  q’ience  it  is  often  the  case  that 
every  distinctive  doctrine  is  ignored,  and  a 
suitable  hymn  for  baptismal  occ isions  ;s  an 
unknown  quantity.  Eaptist  usage  may  soon 
be  a thing  of  the  past  and  in  name  only.  The 
good  old  hymns  are  being  forgotten  Sacred 
music  is  passing  away,  except,  perhaps,  that 
of  the  anthem  order. 

The  churches  are  not  entirely  to  blame. 
Publishers  have  made  the  mistake  of  issuing 
books  both  toj  cumbersome  and  costly.  There 
have  been  huudrecis  of  hymns  in  the  bound 
volumns,  though  good,  never  used — say  four- 
fifths.  We  used  a boOk  of  about  300  hymns, 
in  three  divisions—  Public  seivice,  Social 


c .urches,  or  we  will  see  them  drawn  into 
oihtr  folds: 

It  is  surprising  how  few  of  the  hymns  and 
songs  written  for  Sunday  Schools  and  Social 
meetings,  in  the  last  fiity  years,  have  lived  a 
quarter  of  a century.  Of  every  one  hundred 
used  by  the  writer  in  a school  under  his 
charge  for  twelve  years  after  the  Confederate 
war,  only  one  is  occasionally  heard  now.  It 
is  change,  change,  something  new. 

Conservatism  is  genera’lv  about  middle 
ground.  Some  of  out  church  os  are  way  in  the 
back  ground— not  yet  out  of  “the  wilder- 
ness” — others  have  gone  too  far  “toward 
S dom.’t  Independency  is  all  right;  but 
therein  let  us  adopt  the  scriptural  injunction 
of  unity.  Why  not  nrge  tic  Sunday  School 
Board  to  publish  a hymn  book  ou  which  our 
churches  can  all  unite  ?

If  there  could  be  published  a 
list  of  the  names  of  all  articles  of 
food  found  by  the  Conupittee  to  be 
adulterated  or  made  from  injurious 
ingredients,  it  would  bj  of  inesti- 
mable value  to  the  public. 

The  recommendations  of  the 
Committee  that  the  sale  of  alum 
baking  powders  be  prohibited  by 
law,  will  make  of  special  inteiest 
the  following  list  of  names  of  bak- 
ing powders  which  chemists  have 
found  to  contain  alum:

Capt.  J.  F.  White  was  born  February 
17th,  1830,  in  Lawrence  county;  Miss., 
died  August  18th,  1900,  at  Brookhaven, 
Miss.
